NOTE ON TOPICAL INDEX 


This is a selective cryptologic index of the first twenty years of Cryptologia, 1977-1996. It is 
selective in the sense that the names of several thousand people have appeared in Cryptologia 
during those twenty years. To index them all, or even every reference to those who do appear, 
would add unnecessarily to the bulk of the index. The criteria used to determine who are 
listed, and to what depth they are listed were: (1) prominence in the field of cryptology and 
(2) personal involvement in a cryptological endeavor. 

Under the first criterion, for example, most military commanders have been omitted — 
Pershing, Patton, Arnold. Under the second criterion, not every reference to Winston Churchill 
is given (almost every piece dealing with Ultra mentions him as the recipient of the messages). 

Citations are given by v(i) x-y , v for volume, i for issue, pages x through y.
